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PREFACE 


L L the Knowledge we have Tas the good 

A and bad Angels is revealed in Scripture, 

and we can now collect thoſe Texts 

under proper Heads, and make rational Inferences 

concerning their Nature, Habitation, and Servi- 
ces, to God, and Mankind. 

That all the Angels are God's Creatures, we 
know by the Scriptures, Col. 1. v. 16. And to be 
Created 1s to be made of ſome of the Matter of the 
C haos, by the Command of the Creater, the Son of 
God, and by the Fly Ghoſt, who is the Spirit of 
God, that moved on the Waters. On the firſt Day 
the Light was made, on the Second the Firma- 
ment, (by Moſes called Heaven) on the Third the 
Earth and Seas, and on the Fourth the Stars. 

All the Celeſtial Creatures muſt be made out of 
Light, and the Subſtance of the Heaven, as the 


Terreſtrial were made out of the Earth and Seas;

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and when the Stars were made, Job, and the 


Pſalms, mention the Angels. (a) 
Since Men have Souls d iſtinct from their Bodies, 
we may well believe that the Angels have the ſame: 
Since Mankind after thie Millenium will have eAthe- 
rial or Celeſtial Bodies as they have, and then they 
will be like the Angels in Nature and Office; but 
what gives Life, Self-motion, Senſe, and Intel- 
lectual Faculties to Men and Angels, is Superior to 
all Matter, the Breath or Spirit of God, for he 1s cal- 
led the Father of Spirits. | 
Beſides the Intellectual Faculties, and Self- 
motion, the Angels have Speech or Voices, 1 Cor. 
13. v. 1. and ſomething analagous to Seeing, 
Hearing, Touching, and therefore their Bodies 
mult be Organical, fitted to thoſe Senſations ; and 
they have Exterior Members, Faces, Hands, Feet, 
Wings, for ſuch are deſcribed in the Cherubims. 
All the Angelical Actions may be done by fuch 
Bodies, they may be Invilible as the AÆtber, the 
may penetrate other Bodies as the ether, and 
move Inſenſibly and Quick as the ether, they 
may make glorious and various Appearances, 
like the Light ; and the Evil Angels may be capa- 
ble of Torment by Fire, which rarifies our Air, 
and may Torment by doing the ſame to 8

And the 
Kingdom, aud Dominion, and greatneſs of the Kingdaw 
waiter all the Heaven, ſhall be given to the People of the 
Saints of the maſt High, that is, all the Lands that 
were within the Four Empires, and that of the 
little Hora, ſhall be Subject to the Saints, who 
muſt Govern the Millenian Kingdomes, and all 
Dominions ſhall ſerve and obey Chrif.

I ſhall, laſtly, ſhe the uſefulneſs of this Diſ- 
courſe to pious Chriſtians. 

Kirſt, This will give them an Aſſurance, that

Holy Perſon has a Guardian Angel to defend, and 
aſſiſt him, and revenge his Injuries.

Secondly, This will cauſe the fear of Death to

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hbirdly, This will give us Hopes, that our Bo- 
diesatlaſtſhall be erSegin o@udle, and orevudliud, 
and ſhall have the State and Office of Angels, in a 
new Heaven and Earth ; but during the Millenium 
they are of Fleſh. and Blood, onely made Incor- 
ruptible, as Adam might have been in Paradiſe. 

Fourthly, The Angels are not to be , orſhipped, tho 
we may beg of God to give us their Protection 
and Aſſiſtance, and this is that Grace or Favour, 
and Peace, which St. John wiſhes from the Seven 
Spirits before the Throne : They are made 1nvilible to 
us, that we may not Worſhip them, and that may 
be the reaſon why their Creation is not expreſſed 
in Geneſis : But the Gentiles worſhipped the Planers, 
upon account of fome old Tradition that Angels 
inhabited them ; and they gave them the Name of 
the Heathen Gods. 
 Fifehly, We ought to be Circumſpect in our 
Words and Actions, becauſe of the Preſence of 
the Guardian Angels continually with us ; and alfo 
Devout and Sincere in our Prayers, becauſe the 
Angels carry them unto God's Throne, and cauſe 
all our good Works to be recorded in the 
Book of Life in Heaven, out of which the Dead 
are to be judged, Rev. 20. v. 12. And our Savi- 
our bids his Diſciples rejoyce, becauſe their Names 
were written in Heaven, 

Sixthly, The reaſon why the Angels now bring 
no Prophecies to us, is, God has given ſufficient Re- 
velation concerning all the Changes in Daniel's 4th 


Empire 3 and the 29 Inſtitution, or Habinn, 


is ſufficiently wrote by Chriſt's Diſciples, and we 
are forbid to believe any Angel, ho ſhould preach 
any other Goſpel ; and we mult expect to lee no more

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Angels till our Saviour comes with them, in the glory

Seventhly, If we attribute all Prodigfer to God, and 
his Angels they will be occaſion of our Repentance, 
upon ſuch Tokens done by the Angels ; for tince we 
know not any certain Revolutions of them, de- 
pending on Mechaniſm, they may juſtly be at- 
tributed to the Angelt, who do them when com- 
manded : Such Prodigies have been predicted be- 
fore great Events, and we know that ſuch Things 
are predicted in general, as Things which muſt hap- 
pen before the end of the World, both in the O 
and New Teſtament ; and there is no uſe in Nature 
for ſuch Phenomena, but as Signs of ſome Revolurt- 
ons in the 4th Empire, and the preſent want of 
Prophecies is ſupply'd by the Prodigies, and both 
reſpect the ſame Revolutions in the 4th Empire; 


but the Prodigies precede the Events deſcribed 


in the Prophecies. 

I have more fully diſcourſed on Prodigies, and 
the Place of ſeparate Souls in the Planets, 1n other 
Tracts, and can onely intimate a little of thoſe 
Subjects here. The natural Effects of Prodigies is 
to ſtrike a Terrour in Men, and therefore all Ages, 
Hiſtorians, and Nations have believed that for 
that End they were produced : And the Epicureans 
have laboured to attribute them to natural Cauſes, 


that Men may not believe that there is a God, 


who is angry with their Immoralities. 


Prodigies are Symbols, and till their Events 


happen, are not underſtood, no more than Pro- 
phecies : Not every great Event has Prodigies to 
preceed them, but every great Prodigy has ſome 
particular Events which Anſwer the Symbolick 
| Repreſen-

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Repreſentation by the Prodigy ; and as *tis ſpoke 
of his Prophecy by Dan. ch. 12. v. 10. None of the 
wicked" ſhall undlerſtand, but the wiſe ſhall underſtund, 
ſo it may be ſaid of Prodigies, the Wicked will ſcoff 
at them, but the Wiſe will eonfider and under- 
ſtand them, after the Events explain them. (a) 
Since many Perſons think Angels Incorpoteal; 
they may be convinced of that Error, upoh theſe 
Reflections; They were Created out of our Chnos j 
they have theſe Corporeal Qualities ; they are in 
particular Places, and aſcend and deſcend from 
Place to Place ; they appear like Men; and the 
Bodies of Saints will be Celeſtial like theirs at laſt; 
and the wicked Angels will ſuffer Pain by real Fire, 
as well as wicked Men in their Bodies; the Glory, 


Inviſibility, quick Morton; and Incorruptibility of 


their Bodies, are no Proof of their being Incorporeal; 
for Light moves quick, and appears glorious, the 
Air and Atber are Inviſible, and the Atbe, can- 
not be deſttoyed by Fire; or any of our Elements: 
And tho Angels be ealled Spitits, yet in ſome Pla- 
ces they are called Men of God, and ſpiritual Bo- 
dies may be called Spirits; beeaufe of their Subtil- 
ty; Inviſibility, and Incotrupttbiltty ; but the 
three truely divine Spirits are Incorporeal, have no- 
thing of our Mind and Subſtance, but have other 
Attributes,

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Attributes, which no Matter can have ; Omnipo- 
tency, Omniſcience, andUbiquity : They created 
the Heavens and Earth, and they therefore exiſted 
before them, and when they ſhall deſtroy their Fa- 
bric, they will ſubſiſt after them, and create new 
Heavens and Earth, repreſented to us by the new 
glorious Feruſalem deſcending from God out of Hea- 
ven, Rev.21. 

As to the Subſtance of the Planets, ſince they 
were made on the 4th Day, after the Earth and 
Seas, which were finiſhed on the third Day ; that 
could not be taken from our Globe, but muſt be 
of the ſame Matter as the Firmament was of ; as 
our Earth was made out of the Waters or Deep, 
Gen. I. v. 2. So the ſolid Bodies of our Planets were 
made out of the ſame Matter as the Firmament 
had, and ſo are fitted to move in the ether about 
us; the @&Fngts were made of the Light, which 
was confined to thoſe luminous Bodies, and the 
dee, or ſolid Planets, made out of ſome condenſed 
Matter of the Firmament, fince they have no 
Light in themſelves, but reflect that of the Sun 
to us, and therefore of little uſe to our Globe of 
Earth and Seas; but if the Angels and Planets have 
the ſame Subſtance, and were made at the ſame 
time, the Planets may be proper Manſions in the 
Suburbs of the Heaven of Heavens, for the Angels, 
and the ſeperate Souls of juſt Men, who will have the 
Eove. £7Spovis, 1 Cor.

before the Sun was made by it's Circumvolution 
on it's own.

7. On the fourth Day the gte, or Lumina- 
ries were made, and placed in the Firmament, to 
ſhine on the Earth, and to do as the Light had 
done, to divide betwixt Day and Night, and to 
be for Signs and Seaſons, Days and Years. 
The circular Motion of the Earth and Seas, 
made the Day and Night, before the Sun and 
Moon were made, but when they were formed, 
the Appearance of the Sun makes the Day, and the 
Moon gives a Light moft in the Night. Till the 
Sun was made there was no annual Motion 
of the Earth, but by virtue of it's heat, it 
produced an alternate Motion of the polar Parts 
of the Earth, to elevate them towards the Sun, 
and this will make the different Seaſons, Summer 
Thus I can explain the Year, and it's ſeveral 
Seaſons, by the alternate Elevation of the Poles of 
the Terraqueous Globe, to make the Sun ſeem to 
run thro* the Zodiac; and ſince the diurnal Mo- 
tion of the Sun is onely apparent to us, the annu- 
al Motion may be the ſame, onely an apparent

April to September, thiey will 
raiſe the Northern Poſe from April till Midſummmer, 
when the Southern Seas being very full by the 
fall of three Months Rain in the Southern Hemi- | 
ſphere, the Northern Seas will to fill; and 
begin to depreſs our Northern Pole to an equal 
diftance from the Sun with the Southern about 
September, when the Northern Rains will: fall, 
and by making that Pole heavĩer raife the Southern | 
Pole towards the Sum; the Summer in the Southern 
Hemiſphere is in our Minter Months, and tien tis 
dry with them, and wet with us, and im our 
Summer Months the Rains fall in the South; and 
this difference of Seaſon depends on the alternate 
Elevation of the Poles;

Since the Diſtance from the Equatoy to the Tro- 
pie is 23 Degrees, the Elevation of either Pole is

Wen the Rains fall on the Earth they muſt run

The Compreflion of the Waters above the Fir- 
mament will keep all the Planets in their Places, as 
their Denſity requires, the heavieſt next to the 
Sun, or loweſt, but the higher Globes at a greater 
diſtance ; and *tis very probable that the Planers, 
as well as the Earth are — and not ſolid to 
the Center, otherways the Rays of the Sas, nor 
ther could ſupport or move them; and that 
Hades is in the Earth, we learn from the Scripture, 
becauſe there 1s the Priſon for Divels and wicked 
Men. Since the Planet: were made after the 
Earth and Seas were finiſhed, and the Waters pla- 
ced above the Firmament, there could no Matter 
remain out of which the Planets could be made, 
but that of the Firmament, therefore the Planets 
are made of the ther condenſed, and made 
ſolid ; ſo many ſolid Minerals were at firſt in a 
fluid State. | 

The Earth and Seas are in the Center of the 
fixt Stars, but their Circumvolution cannot affect 


them, nor carry them about in the diurnal Motion, 
becauſe of their diſtance, tho! all in the ſame Fluid. 


Saturn, Fupiter, and Mars comprehend the
